During the month of October a 
comiderable part of the Armeniau 
districts in the provinces of Trebi 
zonde, Eizeroum, Bitlis, Van, Har- 
pool, Diarbakir and Siva has been 
laid waste and a number not fully 
known of the Armenian inhabitants 
have been killed by men intent on 
crushing into impotence the Armeni- 
ans in Turkey. 

As the awful tidings have come in, 
by driblets, the Turkish government 
has diligently telegraphed abroad in 
regard to each place that Armenians 
had attacked Mussulmans, thus arous- 
ing a fren/.y of indignation which 
could not easily lie controlled, but 
that order Hh< 1 lieen restored after 
some loss of life. 

The effect of these telegrams has 
been to cultivate a belief that there 
lias been some general rising of 
Armenians, aud that we are in the 
presence nl a calamity which lamer- ly 
the u-.iilt ut lawless proceeding-, of 
the preseut Armenians themselves 
Natural indignation with the Armeni- 
ans for rising at the very moment 
when the reform scheme was about to 
be put in operation may be moderat- 
ed when it is known that up to this 
date the only authentic uprising of 
Armeniaes has taken place atZeitoun, 
In the province of Aleppo, and far 
from the scene of the massacres. 
Moreover, in such cases as offer oppor- 
tunities for examination several 
circumstances cited in the Turkish 
dispatches as causes for the bloodshed 
have been proven to have been in- 
cidents and not causes of the mas- 
sacres. Men who found themselves 
assayed by the mob and happened to 
have arms in their houses, in a number 
of cas^s defended their lives and their 
families to the last. At Diarbakir, 
where the Christians are generally 
armed, they made a bard fight for life, 
and some 500 Moslems are said to 
have been killed. But atio- from this 
one case, the destruction ot from 10,- 
000 to 15,000 Christians has not cost 
the Turks more than two or three 
hundred lives.

Home of the oldest aud most tried 
leaders among the Democrats were 
swept out by the tide, which rolled 
up a Republican majority of 140 iu 
the Fifty-fourth House. Of ninety- 
four districts north of Mason and 
Dixon’s line which were represented 
by Democrats in the last CoDrrross, but 
thirteen returned Democrats to the 
new House. The Democratic victory 
of 1800, which turned a Republican 
majority in the Fifty-first Congress of 
eight into a Democratic majority of 
150, was not so complete ns t!ic* be- 
publican triumph which last year 
changed a Democratic majority of 
ninety-five into a Republican majority 
of 140, In the new House of Repub 
licatio oontrol thirty-oue of the forty- 
four State deligations, which insures 
them th 6 next Presidency should the 
election bo thrown into the House. 
Tney have twenty solid deligations, 
while the Democrats have but four. 
Iu the once “solid South” the Kentu-, 
city and Tennessee deligations are al- 
most evenly divided. In North Caro- 
lina and Missouri the Republicans 
control. The West Virginia delega- 
tion is solidly Republican. Texas aud 
Virginia each has a Republican, ami 
South Carolina aud Alabama send 
Populists. The number ot PopulUts 
in the House b reduced from twelve 
to six.

in his paper General Harrison says: 
“The impulse of patriotism needs to 
be iustructed, guided — brought to the 
wheel — if it is to do the every-day 
work of American politica. Sentiment? 
Y.s, never too much; but with it, and 
out of it a faitbiul discharge of the 
prosy routine of a citizen’s duty. A 
readiness to go to the field? Yes, 
and equally to the primaries and to 
the jiollr. The real euemies of our 
country — the dangerous ones — are not 
the armed men nor armored ships of 
the great powers. If there is too 
much exuberance in the thougbt that 
we can whip the world it ia a safe 
saying that we can defend our land 
aud coasts against any part of the 
world that will ever lie in arms 
against us. We are alert as to foreign 
foes — the drum tap rouses the heaviest 
sleepers. But we are a dull people as 
to internal assaults upon the integrity 
and purity of public administration. 
8alvation Army methods seem to be 
needed in politico moral reforms. It 
has seemed to me that a fuller knowl- 
edge ot our civil institutions and a 
deeper love of them would make us 
more watchful for their purity; that 
we would think less of the levy neces- 
sary to restore stolon public funds, and 
more of the betrayal and shame of the 
thing. A good argument might be 
made for the wave theory as applied 
to partriotisiu, for it seems to have its 
ups aud downs. There are eras when 
it rises to the combing point and 
others when greed and selfishness rise 
above it on either side.”

The output for 
last year was about the same, as the 
records for several years previous 
•how, and it is a significant fact that 
since 1885, when the navy did not 
possess a modern gun, it has been 
supplied with 380, a large number of 
the finest types.

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VOLUMINOUS BIBLE8. 

Boat* «H»<I Writing! That An r.riently 
App*lllil In Their Hoik. 

Tho Booroil books of the Bud- 
dhists nro perfectly nppnlling in their 
bt\lk. Theyar'o called the Tripitakn, 
tho Three Baskots, and were origi- 
nally written in Pali, a vernacular 
form of Sanskrit. They have boon 
translated into ninny languages, 
such as Chinese, Tibotnn and Mant- 
clioo. They have also been written 
and published in various alphabets, 
notonl- 5 i but in Cie- 

galcsi . Burmese and Siamese let • . 
'Hie «• py in 10 volumes lately pre- 
sented to the University of Oxford 
by tli i king of Siam contains the 
Pali 1 xt written In Siamese letters, 
but th •> language is always the same. 
It is tho Pali, or the vulgar tongue, 
as it was supposed to lmvo boon 
spoken by Buddha himself about 500 
B. C. After having been preserved 
for oenturles by oral tradition it 
was reduced for the tlrst time to 
writing under King Vnttngnmani in 
88-76 B. C., the time v. lion tho truly 
literary period of India may be said 
to begin. Butbesid: > this Pali canon 
thoro is another in Sanskrit, and 
thoro are book , in tho Sanskrit 
oanon whioh arc not to Ini found in 
the Pali oano: , and vice versa. 

Accordin': tj a tradition current 
among the southern as well ns tho 
norther i Buddhists, tho original 
canon consisted of 84,000 books, 82,- 
000 hoing ascribed to Buddha him- 
self n nd 2,000 to his disciples. Book, 
however, seems to have meant hero 
no mnro than treatise or topio. 

But ns a matter of fnct tho Pali 
canon consists, according to the 
Rev. R. Sponco Hardy, of 275,250 
stanzas and its commentary of 801,- 
550 stanzas, each stanza reckoned at 
32 syllables. This would give us 

8.808.000 syllables for the text and 

11.569.000 syllables for tho com- 
mentary. This is of course an onor- 
mous amount. Tho question is only 
whether tho Rev. Hponco Ilardy and 
his assistants, who aro responsible 
for theso sfatoments, counted right- 
ly. Professor Rhys Davis, by tak- 
ing tho average of words in ton 
leaves, arrives nt much smaller 
sums — namely, at 1,752,800 words 
for tho Pali canon, which in an Eng- 
lish translation, as he says, would 
amount to about twice that number, 
or 3,505,000 words. Even this would 
bo ample for a Bible. It would mnko 
the Buddhist Bible nearly live times 
as large as our own, but it seoms to 
mo that Hponco Hardy’s account is 
more likely to bo correct. Professor 
Rhys Davis, by adopting the same 
plan of reckoning, brings tho nunt-
